ORDINANCE 


to confer certain special powers upon officers of the. armed, forces in 
certain disturbed areas of the Punjab 

Whereas an emergency has arisen which nmkos it necessary 
to oonfer certain special powors upon offioers of the armed forces 
in oertain disturbed areas of the Punjab ; ' 

Now, tHbBBfoke, in exercise of the powors conferred by 
section 72 of the Government of India Act, as not out in tlio Ninth 
Schedule to the Government of India Act, 1935, Ihe Governor 20 Geo. c, o. a 
General is pleased to mako and promulgate the following 
Ordinance : — 


1. (J) This Ordinance may be called tho Punjab Disturbed Short tide, extent 
Areas (Special Powers of Armed Porous! Ordinance, 1947. and ooramenoe- 

ment. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Punjab. 

{3) It shall oorue into foroo at once. 


8. Any commissioned offioer, warrant officer or non-oommis- Special power* of 
sioned officer of His Majesty’s military or aii forces may, in any office™ of military 
area for the time being doolared by notilication under section 3 or <ur foroe#, 
of the Punjab Disturbod Areas Act, 1947, to be a disturbed aroa —

(c) enter and soarch, without warrant, any premises 
to make any suoh arrost as aforesaid, or to recovtr any 
person beb'oved to be wrongfully restrained or confined 
or any property reasonably suspected to be stolon pro' 
perty, or any arms believed to bo unlawfully kopt, in 
suoh premises. 
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Protection of per- 3 No proseoution , suit or other legal proceeding shall he 
ditT Hrr Siriia tm * ar instituted, exoept with the previous sanction of the Central Govern- 
urirnaa ment, against any person in respect of anything done or purport- 
ing to be dons m exersise of the powerB conferred by section 2.
